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Panel  Proposes  Immigration  Limits 

Senate  Considers  Benefit  Reductions  for  Immigrants 


Community  Seeks  Safer  Streets 

Too  Many  Vehicles  and  Lawless  Drivers  Are  Problems 


Members  of  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  held  a  community  meeting  this 
week  to  discuss  what  measures  could  be 
taken  to  make  the  conununity’s  streets 
safer  for  pedestrians. 

The  dedsion  to  meet  followed  the 
death  last  week  of  a  four-year  old  child 
who  ran  into  the  path  of  a  3S-ton  crane 
on  Shawmut  Avenue. 

Participants  at  the  Tuesday  night 
meeting  offered  a  wide  range  of 
proposals  to  make  the  neighborhood’s 
streets  safer,  including  (raddng  down 
on  speeders  and  motorists  who  ignore 
red  lights,  re-routing  tra£Bc  away  from 
the  neighborhood,  extending  the  period 
of  pedestrian  walk  signals,  and  inves¬ 
tigating  the  appropriateness  of  cranes 
traveling  unescorted  on  Chinatown 
streets. 

On  June  6  at  3K)5,  Amy  J.  Xu,  of  14 
Paul  Place  in  Castle  Square,  was  walking 
with  her  father,  Zan  Yuan  Xu,  to  the 
Quincy  School  at  when  she  was  struck  by 
the  crane.  She  and  her  father  were  on 
their  way  to  pick  up  her  older  brother,  a 
second  grader  at  the  Quincy  School.  The 


accident  occurred  shortly  before  a 
school  crossing  guard  was  scheduled  to 
arrive  at  the  intersection  to  guide 
children  across  the  street. 

According  to  police,  the  child  was 
crossing  between  parked  cars  from  the 
right  side  of  the  street  when  she  was 
struck  by  the  left  front  tire  of  the  crane. 
Witnesses  said  the  crane,  owned  by  the 
Shaughnessy  Crane  Co.  and  operated  by 
Richard  Troup,  47,  of  Braintree,  had 
just  passed  through  a  green  light  when 
the  accident  occurred.  The  child  was 
struck  in  the  middle  lane  Just  b^ond  the 
intersection  of  Tremont  Street,  Shaw¬ 
mut  Avenue,  and  Oak  Street. 

According  to  an  investigator’s  report, 
the  crane  was  moving  at  about  12  miles 
per  hour  when  the  accident  occurred. 
James  Porter  of  Roxbuiy,  who  witnessed 
the  accident,  said  he  believed  the  crane 
was  moving  faster. 

The  vehicle  was  returning  to  South 
Boston  from  a  construction  site  in  the 
area.  A  police  spokesman  said  last  week 
that  an  investigation  was  continuing  to 
determine  if  the  brakes  of  the  vehicle 


were  operating  properly. 

While  there  are  height  and  width 
restrictions  for  cranes  that  pass  unac¬ 
companied  through  city  streets,  police 
said  the  crane  last  week  was  within  those 
guidelines.  The  police  said  the  vehicle 
was  three  or  four  inches  under  the  12- 
feet  height  limit. 

Neil  Chin,  a  Chinatown  resident, 
questioned  at  a  Chinatown  Safety  Com- 
mitteee  meeting  last  week  whether  the 
crane  had  a  blind  spot  that  prevented 
the  driver  from  seeing  the  child  crossing 
the  street.  He  also  questioned  whether 
the  crane  should  have  been  transported 
on  a  flat-bed  truck.  These  are  questions 
that  should  be  raised,"  he  said. 

One  participant  in  the  meeting 
charged  that  the  Shaughnessy  Crane  Co. 
and  the  state  were  remiss  in  not  requir¬ 
ing  such  large  vehicles  to  have  escorts 
when  they  pass  through  areas  populated 
by  children  and  the  elderly.  He  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  crane  company  was 
trying  to  avoid  the  cost  of  escorts.

Qiu21hi-Zhuo  has  written  books 
about  Deng  Xiaoping,  Zhou  Enlai,  and 
Mao  Zedong’s  wife  and  children.  For 
over  30  years  now  he  has  been  studying 
the  life  of  Deng  Xiaoping. 

Qiu’s  interest  in  documenting  the 
lives  of  some  of  China’s  most  prominent 
leaders  grew  from  his  interest  in  history 
and  culture.  A  professor  at  China’s 
Hainan  University  and  director  of  the 
Hainan  Museum,  Qui  says  he  strives  to 
place  equal  emphasis  on  history  and  cul¬ 
ture  in  his  bio^phies. 

While  some  readers  may  feel  that 
pure  history  is  boring,  others  may  think 
that  observing  a  person’s  life  from  a 
purely  cultural  perspective  may  be  in¬ 
substantial. 

"I  wanted  to  combine  them,"  says  Qiu, 
who  recently  was  in  Boston  to  donate 
copies  of  his  books  to  Harvard 
University’s  Yen  Ching  Library. 

Qiu  says  he  chose  to  study  the  lives  of 
China’s  leaders  because  of  the  dramatic 
possibilities  they  offered.  He  points  out 
that  Deng  as  a  subject  is  interesting  be¬ 
cause  of  his  ability  to  survive  a  number 
of  purges.  He  suggests  that  it  was  Deng’s 
personality  and  unwillingness  to  be 
defeated  that  helped  him  survive  the  un¬ 
predictable  ups  and  downs  of  Chinese 
political  life.  Deng,  he  adds,  was  a  very 
strong,  fearless  character. 

In  writing  his  biographies,  Qiu  relies 
on  materials  found  in  libraries,  works  by 
or  about  his  subjects,  and  letters  if  they 
are  available.  In  some  cases,  he  visits  the 
sites  of  important  events  in  the  life  of  his 
subject. 

Despite  having  written  several  books 
on  Deng,  he  has  never  been  able  to  meet 
the  powerful  Chinese  leader,  relying  in¬ 
stead  on  interviews  with  his  friends  and 
family  members  to  piece  together  his 
life’s  stoiy.  In  some  cases,  however,  he 
has  been  able  to  meet  with  the  subject  of 
his  book.  Qiu,  for  example,  was  able  to 
meet  with  He  2^izhen,  Mao  Zedong’s 
third  wife,  when  he  wrote  a  book  about 
her. 

Writing  about  China’s  most  powerful 
leaders  presents  a  number  of  obstacles 
for  biographers.  "It’s  not  easy,"  says  Qiu. 
"There  a  lot  of  difficulties  writing 
biographies,  especially  one  about  Deng 
Xiaoping,  who  is  still  living." 

The  Chinese  Communist  Party,  he 
explains,  imposes  many  restrictions  on 
writing  about  Party  leaders.  A  writer 
could  create  trouble  for  himself  if  he

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Legislation  under  consideration  in 
Washington  to  restrict  government 
benefits  for  legal  immigrants  and  a  call 
for  a  reduction  in  annual  immigration 
quotas  is  creating  growing  concern 
among  immigrant  advocacy  groups 
across  the  country. 

Last  week  the  Commission  on  Im¬ 
migration  Reform,  headed  by  former 
Rep.  Barbara  Jordan,  called  for  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  number  of  legal  immigrants 
to  be  allowed  to  enter  the  US  each  year. 

While  Sen.  Edward  Kennedy  repor¬ 
tedly  called  the  planned  cuts  an  "unfair 
and  unjustified  backlash"  created  by 
concerns  over  illegal  immigration. 
President  Clinton  came  out  in  favor  of 
the  Commission’s  recommendations. 

The  Commission  proposal  would 
reduce  the  annual  immigrant  quota  over 
the  next  few  years  from  830,000  to 
550,000  and  give  preference  to  the  im¬ 
mediate  families  of  people  who  are  al¬ 
ready  residents  of  the  US,  especially 
spouses  and  younger  children.  Under 
the  proposed  changes,  brothers,  sisters 
and  adult  children  of  US  citizens  would 
no  longer  be  eligible. 

According  to  a  coalition  of  Asian 
Pacific  American  organizations,  which 
includes  the  Organization  of  Chinese 
Americans,  the  Commission’s 
proposals  "will  severely  impact  Asian 
Pacific  American  families." 

Approximately  60  percent  of  Asian 
immigration  falls  under  the  family 
preference  categories,  which  permits 
Asian  Pacific  Americans  to  reunite  their 
families  in  the  US,  the  coalition  stated 
last  week.  There  are  over  1  million 
Asian  waiting  in  backlogs  in  the 
categories  proposed  for  elimination. 

A  majority  of  Asian  immigration 
comes  from  the  third  (married  sons  and 
daughters  of  US  citizens)  and  fourth  (si¬ 
blings  of  adult  citizens)  categories, 
continued  on  page  2 
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which  are  targeted  for  elimination.  The 
other  category  to  be  eliminated  would 
be  the  first  (adult,  unmarried  sons  and 
daughters  of  US  citizens.) 

The  Coalition  noted  that  the  Com¬ 
mission  is  recommending  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  three  of  the  four  family 
preference  categories  and  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  employer-sponsored 
visas  and  refugee  visas,  as  well  as  the 
elimination  of  diversity  visas. 

Meanwhile,  in  Boston,  several  meet¬ 
ings  were  recently  held  by  the  Campaign 
for  Immigrant  Rights,  Racial  and  Social 
Justice,. to  discuss  strategies  to  oppose 
anti-immigrant  legislation  moving 
through  Congress. 

Bills  severely  restricting  benefits  for 
legal,  non-citizen  immigrants  have  been 
proposed  by  both  the  House  and  the 
Senate.  Immigrant  advocates,  said  Iris 
Gomez  of  the  Mass.  Law  Reform  In¬ 
stitute,  generally  believe  that  a  bill  will 
be  passed  by  both  the  House  and  the 
Senate  limiting  immigrant  eligibility  for 
benefit  programs. 

Once  both  the  House  and  the  Senate 
pass  legislation,  their  competing  bills 
would  have  to  be  reconciled  and  a  vote 
taken  by  both  legislative  bodies  on  a 
final  bill,  which  would  become  law  if 
signed  by  the  President.  Gomez  said  it 
remains  unclear  "what  the  President  will 
do"  once  such  a  bill  has  been  passed. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  House  approved 
the  Personal  Responsibility  Act,  which 
withdraws  access  by  legal  residents  to  52 
social  welfare  programs,  including  Sup¬ 
plemental  Security  Income  (SSI)  for  the 
disabled  and  for  the  elderly  who  have 
not  worked  long  enough  to  qualify  for 
Social  Security;  and  Medicaid  for  all  but 
emergency  services.  Medicaid  provides 
basic  care  for  low-income  people  in  an 
emergency  or  in  lime  of  illness. 

Exceptions  have  been  made  for  resi¬ 
dents  over  75  who  have  lived  in  the  US 
for  at  least  five  years,  asylees,  refugees, 
veterans,  temporary  agricultural 
workers,  and  disabled  residents  who  are 
unable  to  take  the  citizenship  test. 

Last  month,  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee  approved  a  version  of  the 
welfare  reform  bill  that  would  abolish 
SSI  for  legal  non-citizen  residents. 
Under  the  Family  Self-Sufficiency  Act 
sponsored  by  Sen.  Robert  Packwood 
(R-OR),  legal  residents  over  75  who 
have  been  here  for  over  five  years  and 
those  too  disabled  to  naturalize  would 
also  be  excluded  from  receiving  SSI. 

Under  the  Packwood  bill,  many  im¬ 
migrants  -  including  some  who  have  al¬ 
ready  become  citizens  -  would  be 
excluded  from  all  needs-based  programs 
falling  under  the  Social  Security  Act 
through  a  "deeming"  provision  that  al¬ 
lows  the  income  of  an  immigrant’s  spon¬ 
sor  to  be  counted  against  the  immigrant 
in  determining  income  eligibility.  This 
deeming  provision,  which  would  apply 
to  such  programs  as  Medicaid,  AFDC, 
and  Foster  Care,  would  be  in  effect  for 
five  years,  or  for  as  long  as  stipulated  in 
an  immigrant’s  affidavit  of  support. 

Another  piece  of  Senate  legislation, 
the  Immigration  Control  &  Financial 
Responsibility  Act  sponsored  by  Sen. 
Alan  Simpson  (R-WY),  has  proposed 
that  deeming  be  in  effect  for  10  years  or 
longer,  even  if  the  person  has  b^me  a 
citizen. 

Under  current  law  sponsor- to-im- 
migrant  deeming  applies  to  only  three 
federal  programs  -  SSI,  AFDC,  and  food 
stamps.  Deeming  for  SSI  lasts  for  five 
years  (three  years  starting  in  October 
barrine  further  legislation). 

The  Senate  legislation  would  require 
the  deeming  of  a  sponsor’s  entire  in¬ 
come  without  taking  into  account  his  or 
her  own  needs  or  ability  to  pay,  accord¬ 
ing  to  immigrant  advo^tes.  It  has  also 
been  suggested  that  such  a  deeming 
provision  would  deter  US  residents 
from  sponsoring  their  relatives. 


Critics  of  the  Senate  bill  also  charge 
that  denying  people  Medicaid  would  not 
prevent  them  from  needing  care  and 
would  ultimately  put  pressure  on  local 
services,  which  would  be  forced  to  pay 
for  immigrant  health  care  without 
medicaid  support.  Such  a  plan  would 
also  lead  immigrants  to  postpone  seek¬ 
ing  health  care  and  in  the  long  run  drive 
up  costs. 

Critics  also  charge  that  denying  legal 
residents  such  services  as  foster  care, 
child  care,  and  maternal  services  will 
eventually  lead  to  higher  costs  for 
society  and  local  communities.  They  say 
the  bill  would  also  make  it  easier  for 
states  to  deny  legal  residents  access  to 
local  programs. 

Legal  non-citizens  residents  have 
been  charging  that  the  current  bills 
before  Congress  are  blatantly  unfair  to 
legal  residents,  whose  tax  money  would 
be  spent  on  benefits  for  other  people. 
Under  such  proposals,  the  tax  money  of 
legal  residents  would  be  used  to  support 
programs  for  citizens,  but  not  for  them 
or  their  elderly  family  members. 

The  Cato  Imtitute  and  the  Urban  In¬ 
stitute  have  both  determined  that  im¬ 
migrants  pay  more  in  taxes  than  they 
receive  in  benefits  and  services.  These 
taxes,  however,  go  to  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  and  are  not  returned  propor¬ 
tionately  to  the  communities  in  which 
they  reside. 

At  one  of  last  month’s  sessions  or¬ 
ganized  by  the  Rev.  Cheng  Imm  Tan  of 
the  Unitarian  Universalist  Urban  Min¬ 
istry  and  Lydia  Lowe  of  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  Gomez  noted 
that  the  proposed  legislation  places  im¬ 
migrants  in  an  increasingly  precarious 
position  in  society  by  putting  added 
pressures  on  them.  It  also  places  them  in 
a  separate  social  category,  thus  creating 
a  greater  sense  of  inequity  and  making 
legal  residents  an  easy  target  for  dis¬ 
crimination. 

The  changes  if  passed  would  affea 
legal  resident  of  all  age  groups.  One 
person  at  last  week’s  meeting  said  the 
legislation  would  afreet  his  elderly 
mother,  who  has  been  here  for  over  five 
years.  He  said  she  does  not  speak 
English  and  would  have  difficulty  pass¬ 
ing  a  Citizenship  exam. 

He  said  the  proposed  legislation 
would  also  afreet  his  two  brothers  who 
have  been  working  10  years  but  have 
found  it  difficult  to  find  the  time  to  learn 
English.  "It’s  a  shame  that  their  taxes 
wouldn’t  go  back  to  them  if  they  fall  on 
hard  times,"  he  said. 

In  discussing  strategies  for  dealing 
with  the  current  anti-immigrant  trend  in 
the  country,  Paul  Udofia,  site  coor¬ 
dinator  at  UMass  Boston’s  Center  for 
Immigrant  and  Refugee  Community 
Leadership  and  Empowerment,  said  it 
was  important  to  seek  allies  outside  the 
immigrant  community  and  to  "include 
people  from  difrerent  backgrounds."  He 
said  it  was  also  necessary  to  emphasize 
the  founding  ideals  of  the  country  and 
the  need  for  Americans  to  live  up  to 
them. 

Immigrant  rights  advocates  are  ur¬ 
ging  concerned 'people  to  contact  their 
senators  to  voice  their  opposition  to  the 
bills.

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Only  weeks  ago  an  elderly  man  was 
struck  and  killed  by  a  vehicle  while 
crossing  Tremont  Street  near  the  Wang 
Center  for  the  Performing  Arts.  And 
about  sixyears  ago  a  diild  was  struck  and 
killed  by  a  car  on  Ifyler  Street  in  a 
residential  section  of  Chinatown. 

Chinatown  officials  have  long  com¬ 
plained  about  motorists  using  the 
neighborhood’s  streets  to  reach  other 
parts  of  the  city. 

While  the  section  of  Shawmut 
Avenue  on  which  the  child  was  struck  is 
close  to  the  Quincy  School,  an  apart¬ 
ment  complex,  and  an  elderly  housing 
complex,  the  street  had  no  signs 
warning  motorists  to  slow  down  for 
children  and  the  elderly.  The  Shawmut 
Avenue  roadway  has  three  lanes  and 
runs  down  hill,  leading  many  motorists 
to  speed  through  tlie  light 

The  accident  provided  an  occasion 
for  the  Chinatown  Safety  Committee  to 
discuss  traffic  issues  in  Chinatown  last 
week.  For  some  time  now  members  of 
the  Chinatown  community  have  com¬ 
plained  about  cars  speeding  down 
neighborhood  streets  and  running  red 
lights. 

While  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  executive  direaor  Davis  Woo 
said  last  week’s  accident  "was  probably 
unavoidable,"  he  and  other  suggested 
that  some  measures  could  be  taken  to 
safeguard  the  neighborhood’s  children 
and  elderly  in  the  future. 

Frank  Tramontozzi,  Commissioner 
of  the  Boston  Transportation  Dept., 
said  city  officials  plan  to  work  with  the 
community  to  address  its  traffic  con¬ 
cerns.  He  told  this  week’s  community 
meeting  that  the  streets  surrounding  the 
Josiafr  Quincy  Schex)!  haye  been  dc^g- 
nated  a  schex)!  safety  zone  and  that  signs 
requiring  motorists  to  reduce  their 
sp^  to  20  miles  per  hour  have  been 
placed  on  adjacent  streets.  He  also  said 
that  pedestrian  signals  have  been  out¬ 
fitted  with  international  symbols  to 
avoid  confusion  for  people  who  cannot 
read  English.  Crosswalks  have  also  been 
painted  and  a  neighborhood  traffic 
study  will  be  undertaken. 

"People  have  to  recognize  there’s  an 
excess  traffic  problem  that  is  not 
equalled  by  other  communities,"  said 
Terri  Oshiro  of  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop.  She  called  for  a 


community  meeting  to  discuss  traffic  is- 
sueS  in  the  neighborhexxL  The  meeting 
was  held  Tuesday  night  at  the  Quincy 
Schcx>l. 

Other  suggestions  to  make  the 
streets  safer  included  asking  the  police 
department  to  assign  new  police  cadets 
to  the  neighborhood’s  busy  streets. 

Teople  are  just  going  tex)  fast,"  said 
Tom  Lm,  of  the  Chinatown  Coalition. 
He  added  that  motorists  tend  to  speed 
along  Shawmut  Avenue  to  make  lights 
at  Tremont,  Marginal  Road  and  Herald 
Street 

Noting  that  a  great  deal  of  construc¬ 
tion  is  taking  place  in  the  area  around 
Chinatown,  Michael  liu  suggested  that 
vehicles  -  especially  large  ones  -  should 
be  diverted  away  from  the  residential 
areas  of  the  community.  Tramontozzi, 
however,  suggested  that  diverting  traffic 
away  from  major  arteries  such  as 
Tremont  Street  and  Shawmut  would  be 
difficult. 

Chin  noted  that  another  trouble  spot 
in  the  neighborhcxxl  is  the  comer  of 
Oak  Street  and  Harrison  Ave.,  where 
motorists  tend  to  ignore  the  stop  sign. 
"That  comer  is  just  an  accident  waiting 
to  happen,"  said  Chin,  who  also  ques¬ 
tioned  why  there  was  no  school  crossing 
guard  on  that  comer. 

Other  neighborhood  trouble  spots 
include  the  intersections  of  Kneeland 
and  lyier  Streets  and  Kneeland  Street 
and  Harrison  Avenue.  Motorists 
blatantly  pass  through  the  red  light  at 
Tyier  and  Kneeland  Streets.

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Chinatown  and  the  Combat  Zone 
need  a  stronger  police  presence  to  deter 
drug  dealing  and  other  street  crime,  ac¬ 
cording  to  several  neighborhood  leaders 
attending  last  week’s  Chinatown  Safety 
Committee  Meeting. 

While  several  speakers  suggested 
that  the  prostitution  problem  in  the 
neighborhood  has  been  stabilized,  "drug 
dealers"  and  "street  toughs"  continue  to 
frequent  the  area,  according  to 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  council  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  Davis  Woo. 

Officials  said  that  the  police  presence 
in  the  area  appears  to  me  minimal  and 
generally  ineffective  in  stopping  drug 
dealing,  at  least  during  the  day. 

The  speakers  were  especially  critical 
of  the  activity  that  regularly  occurs 
along  Essex  Street  and  in  front  of  the 
China  Trade  Center.  During  the  day, 
street  people  can  be  seen  openly  making 
drug  deals  along  Essex  Street  near  a  bar 
at  the  comer  of  Harrison  Avenue.  And 
while  police  appear  to  be  cracking  down 
on  the  area  at  night,  their  presence  in 
the  area  remains  minimal. 

A  major  concern  "during  the  business 


day  is  the  lack  of  police  presence  -  not 
only  in  the  business  district  of 
Chinatown  but  also  in  the  Combat 
Zone,"  said  Bill  Moy,  co-moderator  of 
the  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council. 

He  and  others  complained  about  the 
crowd  of  people  who  habitually  loiter 
during  the  day  in  front  of  the  China 
Trade  Center  and  near  the  Chinatown 
Orange  Line  station.  Many  Asian  busi¬ 
ness  people  have  shops  in  the  China 
Trade  Center. 

"There’s  a  lot  of  dmg  dealing  in  the 
Combat  Zone,  especially  on  Essex 
Street,  and  it  spills  into  Chinatown," 
said  Moy,  who  added  that  "most  of  these 
people  we  know  don’t  have  any  business 
in  Chinatown." 

Frank  Fresina,  the  manager  of  the 
Shawmut  Bank  in  Chinatown,  said  that 
conditions  on  the  streets  of  Chinatown 
are  "the  worse  I’ve  seen"  in  20  years. 

He  said  gangs  of  people  who  do  not 
live  in  the  neighborhot^  hang  on  the 
streets  and  accost  and  sometimes  rob 
people.  He  also  noted  that  this  some¬ 
times  happens  even  with  police  working 
nearby  on  construction  details. 


Police  working  such  details  at  times 
appear  to  ignore  aaivities  taking  place 
around  them,  according  to  some  ob¬ 
servers.  This  is  especially  true  near 
Gateway  Park,  where  street  people  can 
regularly  be  seen  drinking  alcoholic 
beverages  from  brown  paper  bags,  even 
with  police  nearby. 

The  issue  of  whether  people  -  some 
of  whom  have  been  seen  dealing  drugs  - 
can  stand  in  front  of  the  MBTA  stop  on 
Washington  Street  across  from  the 
China  Trade  Center  was  also  brought 
Up¬ 
john  Julian  of  district  attorney  Ralph 
Martin’s  office  said  people  have  the 
right  to  stand  on  the  street,  though  they 
can  be  cited  for  disorderly  conduct  if 
they  are  unruly  or  cause  a  problem  in 
front  of  a  business. 

He  also  said  that  police  are  watching 
many  of  the  drug  dealers  working  in  the 
area,  though  he  said  that  most  of  the 
arrests  are  being  made  at  night. 

In  recent  weeks,  people  have  again 
been  seen  drinking  alcoholic  beverages 

in  Gateway  Park.  „  .  „

Still  No  Community  Liaison 


liaison,"  added  Thomas  Lee  of  the 
Chinatown  Coalition,  who  made  the 
remark  during  a  discussion  of  a  number 
of  Chinatown  public  safety  issues. 

Michael  Kineavy,  acting  director  of 
the  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services, 
said  last  year  that  a  full  time  liaison  to 
handle  Chinatown  and  citywide  Chinese 
community  issues  would  be  appointed. 
Such  an  appointment,  however,  has  yet 
to  be  made. 

A  number  of  community  activists  last 
year  complained  that  it  had  been  dif¬ 
ficult  to  find  a  person  in  the  current 
administration  to  whom  they  could  ad¬ 
dress  their  concerns.  ^  q 

Prostitution  on  Tyler  Street 

While  a  number  of  community 
leaders  said  last  week  that  prostitution 
is  under  control  in  Chinatown,  the  prob¬ 
lem  continues  to  be  severe  at  times 

I  along  lyier  Street  between  Tai  Tung 


Village  and  Kneeland  Street. 

One  member  of  the  community  com¬ 
plained  in  recent  weeks  that  prostitutes 
continue  to  be  seen  with  customers  in 
cars  parked  on  Tyier  Street  in  the  early 
morning  hours. 


One  person  said  he  was  taunted  by  a 
prostitute.  In  the  past,  other  people  in 
the  neighborhood  have  complained 
about  verbal  abuse  from  prostitutes. 


The  Menino  Administration’s  failure 
to  appoint  a  community  liaison  has 
again  become  an  issue  in  Chinatown. 

At  a  Chinatown  Safety  Committee 
Meeting  last  week,  several  community 
leaders  noted  that  the  Mayor  has 
yet  to  reappoint  a  successor  to  Yon  Lee, 
the  former  Chinese  community  Uaison 
from  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Services. 

In  the  course  of  the  meeting,  a  num¬ 
ber  of  community  issues  were  brought 
up,  including  traffic  concerns,  drug  deal¬ 
ing,  and  lack  of  police  presence  in  the 
neighborhood. 

"The  city  is  not  represented  here  by 


the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Neighborhood 
Services,"  said  Neil  Chin  in  a  discussion 
of  last  week’s  traffic  fatality  in 
Chinatown.  "How  can  we  get  the  mes¬ 
sage  from  here  over  to  there?"  he  asked. 

Frank  Fresina,  manager  of  the  Shaw¬ 
mut  Bank  in  Chinatown,  pointed  out 
that  he  had  approached  Yon  Lee  about 
the  possibility  of  creating  a  bicycle 
patrol  for  the  Chinatown  area  but  that 
the  issue  hadn’t  been  pursued  because  a 
new  liaison  hasn’t  been  appointed.  Dis¬ 
tricts  of  the  city  such  as  Charlestown, 
South  Boston,  and  the  South  End  all 
have  community  liaisons.

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June  4  Remembered  at  Harvard

More  than  300  people  gathered  at 
Harvard  University  earlier  this  month 
to  remember  those  who  died  in  the 
Tiananmen  Square  massacre  of  June 
1989. 

Guo  Luoji,  a  visiting  professor  at 
Harvard  University,  demanded  that  the 
government  publish  the  names  of  those 
who  died  and  a  list  of  those  arrested  in 
connection  with  the  demonstration. 
"Once  the  truth  is  revealed,  all  those 
criminal  charges  of  anti-revolutionary 
riot  should  vanish,"  he  said. 

Guo  stressed  that  lessons  could  be 
learned  from  the  bloodshed  of  June  4. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  1989  democracy 


movement  had  linked  democracy  to 
patriotism,  rather  than  to  human  rights. 
He  suggested  that  the  students  at  that 
time  had  actually  failed  to  criticize  the 
government.  "They  still  regarded  the 
government  as  an  authority  on 
patriotism,"  he  said. 

Guo  pointed  out  that  patriotism 
finally  became  an  excuse  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  say  that  the  movement  had  been 
"conspiring  with  external  power."  It  used 
this  as  "an  excuse  to  kill  people  in  the 
name  of  the  country,  and  afterwards  an¬ 
nouncing  that  country  rights  were 
higher  than  human  rights,"  he  said. 

The  memorial  and  canledlight  vigil 
for  the  student  demonstration’s  sixth 


anniversary  was  organized  by  the  As¬ 
sociation  of  Overseas  Hong  Kong 
Chinese  for  Democracy  and  Human 
Rights. 

"By  our  participation,  we  the  people 
in  Massachusetts,  have  not  forgotten 
about  this  tragedy,"  said  Jian  Li  Yang, 
vice  chairman  of  the  Alliance  for  a 
Democratic  China,  a  co-sponsor  of  the 
event. 

Following  the  speeches,  a  largely 
Chinese  crowd  sang  songs  and  held  a 
candlelight  vigil  outside  Paine  Hall  in 
memory  of  those  who  died  in  Beijing  in 


1989. 


In  Beijing,  meanwhile,  the  Chinese 
Government  detained  three  leading  dis¬ 


sidents  to  maintain  what  the  authorities 
called  "social  stability.” 

Last  year  the  government  used  the 
same  pretm  to  arrest  outspoken  dissi¬ 
dent  Wei  Jingsheng,  who  has  not  been 
seen  since.  Detention  without  trial  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  a  primary  tool  of  the  current 
regime  to  muffle  opinion  in  China. 

At  the  time  of  this  year’s  anniversary, 
pro-democracy  activist  Chen  Ziming 
managed  to  issue  a  letter  calling  for  the 
release  of  political  prisoners.  And  last 
month  a  group  of  scientists  and  scholars 
signed  a  petition  urging  the  government 
to  accept  a  broader  range  of  points  of 
view  and  opinions.

Remembering  Trang  Ho

Trang  Phuong  Ho,  a  Vietnamese  pre- 
med  student  who  as  a  child  escaped  from 
Vietnam  by  boat,  was  brutally  murdered 
by  her  Ethiopian  roommate,  Sinedu 
Tadesse,  at  Harvard  University’s 
Dunster  House  on  May  28,  Memorial 
Day.  Ho  was  asleep  at  the  time  of  the 
attack,  which  occurred  shortly  after 
Tadesse’s  alarm  clock  went  off  at  8  A.M. 

Thao  Nguyen,  26,  a  friend  of  Ho’s 
who  had  stayed  overnight  to  help  her 
move  out  of  her  dormitory  room  for  the 
summer,  was  injured  trying  to  stop  the 
attack.  After  stabbing  Trang  Ho  45 
times  with  a  folding  knife,  Tadesse 
hanged  herself  with  a  rope  suspended 
from  the  shower  rod. 

While  Trang  Ho’s  body  was  laid  to 
rest  last  week  at  Mount  Auburn 
Cemetery  in  Cambridge,  her  violent 
death  continues  to  haunt  her  family  and 
friends,  as  well  as  the  Asian  community, 
which  is  not  only  mourning  the  death  of 
a  Harvard  pre-med  student  and  a  Viet¬ 
namese  girl,  but  also  the  loss  of  a  com¬ 
munity  builder  and  contributor. 

There  are  several  issues  surrounding 
her  death  and  Tadesse’s  violent  act  that 
need  to  be  examined. 

First,  we  should  learn  from  this  tragic 
experience  by  asking  ourselves  what  can 
be  done  to  prevent  or,  at  least,  reduce 
the  possibility  of  this  type  of  tragedy 
happening  again.  Perhaps  the  issue  of 
cultural  difference  should  be  more 
closely  examined  by  university 
authorities  and  special  counselors 
should  be  hired  to  advise  students  who 
need  such  counseling. 

At  a  press  conference  at  Harvard,  a 
student  suggested  that  advisers  and 
tutors  kept  students  in  the  dark  about 
"what  went  on  at  Dunster  House"  and 
failed  to  respond  in  a  timely  manner  to 
student  requests  for  help  with  various 
matters. 

Through  interviews  with  a  number  of 
friends,  it  appears  that  Trang  Ho  wanted 
to  switch  roommates,  in  part  because 
she  felt  that  Tadesse  was  a  cold  and  iso¬ 
lated  person.  Although  they  had  lived 
together  for  two  years,  Trang  Ho  found 
it  diffrcult  to  become  friends  with  her 
roommate. 

In  one  incident,  Trang  Ho  had  been 
locked  out  of  her  dorm  room  by  acci¬ 
dent  When  she  went  to  the  library  to  ask 


her  roonunate  for  help,  Tadesse  refused 
to  let  her  borrow  the  key  to  their  room. 
Trang  Ho  had  to  ask  the  security  person 
to  help  her  open  the  door. 

Trang  Ho  confided  to  her  friend  that 
the  situation  made  it  difficult  for  her  to 
concentrate  on  her  work  and  studies  and 
that  she  needed  to  find  a  new  roommate. 

Second,  shaken  officials  have  tried  to  I 
downplay  the  incident  by  focusing 
public  attention  on  the  issue  of  suicide 
preverition  rather  than  on  the  issue  of 
violence. 

The  reasons  behind  this  incident  are 
varied,  but  the  facts  show  that  it  was  a 
clear  case  of  premeditated  murder  and 
suicide.  Trang  Ho  was  not  killed  in  a 
rage  or  as  a  result  of  an  argument,  but 
was  mutilated  by  45  stab  wounds. 

Third,  media  coverage  and  commen¬ 
tary  seemed  to  focus  on  the  issue  of 
academic  achievement  and  competition 
at  Harvard  rather  than  on  the  issue  of 
cultural  adjustment  and  the  difficulties 
international  students  may  face  in 
adapting  to  life  here. 

Trang  Ho,  who  left  Vietnam  with  her 
father  and  older  sister  when  she  was  10 
years  old,  became  class  valedictorian  at 
Boston  Technical  High  School. 

According  to  friends,  Trang  Ho  was  a 
social  person  who  loved  to  organize 
fund-raising  and  educational  projects  to 
benefit  the  Harvard  and  Vietnamese 


communities.  She  was  the  kind  of  per¬ 
son  who  often  stayed  in  the  background 
to  support  others  with  their  work.  She 
was  a  person  who  tried  to  make  sure  that 
everyone  was  recognized  and  comfort¬ 
able  with  their  role. 

"If  she  were  alive,  I  am  sure  she  would 
be  a  great  role  model  for  all  Asian 
women,"  said  Michael  Tran,  a  Harvard 
student. 

Nguyen  Vu,  another  student,  said 
"Trang  was  a  family  person.  She  loved 
her  mom  and  sister.  Her  weekends  were 
always  devoted  to  her  family’s  ac¬ 
tivities." 

Trang,  whose  family  lived  in  Med¬ 
ford,  was  a  typical  "good  Vietnamese 
girl"  and  loved  to  have  many  friends.  Her 
goal  was  to  be  a  good  student,  a  good 
daughter,  and  a  role  model  for  her 
younger  sister. 

Dat  The  Lu,  president  of  the  Harvard 
Vietnamese  Student  Association  in 
1992-1^3,  said  that  he  always  thought 
of  her  as  his  little  sister.  "Trang  was  al¬ 
ways  doing  things  with  people,"  he  said. 

Besides  working  and  studying,  Trang 
also  participated  in  many  organizations 
and  was  a  member  of  Phillips  Brooks 
House,  a  social  services  organization  at 
Harvard. 

"She  loved  to  help  everybody.  They 
didn’t  have  to  be  Vietnamese,"  Dat  said. 

Mai  Thu  Huong,  who  taught  English 


as  a  second  language  (ESL)  with  Trang 
Ho  at  the  Metropolitan  Indochinese 
Children  and  Adolescent  Services 
(MICAS)  in  Dorchester,  remembered 
I  Trang  Ho  as  an  enthusiastic  teacher  and 
a  dedicated  community  volunteer. 

"She  loved  to  help  people,  especially 
the  immigrants,"  Huong  said.  Another 
friend  said  that  Trang  Ho  wanted  to  be 

a  pediatrician  so  that  she  could  help  save 
children.  She  also  had  hopes  of  one  day 
returning  to  Vietnam  to  help  the  Viet¬ 
namese  people  build  their  country. 

Although  I  did  not  know  Trang  Ho, 
I’m  sure  1  understand  the  goals  and 
dreams  that  were  so  suddenly  taken 
away  from  her.  Her  pain  is  my  pain,  and 
her  family’s  loss  is  our  community’s  loss. 

When  Trang  Ho  came  to  the  US  -  the 
land  of  freedom  and  opportunity  -  she 
did  not  take  anything  for  grant^.  She 
didn’t  sit  around  waiting  for  someone  to 
hand  her  something  for  nothing.  She 
had  a  dream  and  took  advantage  of  every 
opportunity  that  came  her  way.  And  she 
was  willing  to  pay  for  it.  Hard  work, 
discipline,  and  contributing  to  her 
society  were  the  qualities  that  charac¬ 
terized  her  life. 

Being  an  immigrant,  I  understand 
why  Trang  Ho  wanted  to  be  a  perfec¬ 
tionist.  For  us  who  survived  the  war  in 
Vietnam,  having  a  chance  to  live  in  a 
peaceful  environment  offered  us  a  great 
opportunity  for  a  new  life.  We  enjoyed 
every  moment  that  God  had  granted  us. 
We  often  ignored  small  things  that  made 
us  uncomfortable. 

For  her  family,  their  dream  was  shat¬ 
tered  on  the  morning  of  May  28.  Her 
mother  could  barely  walk  around  the 
casket  at  the  Buddhist  ritual  conducted 
at  her  funeral. 

Trang  Ho  was  her  hope;  she  was  her 
dream.  And  she  was  taken  away  from  her 
without  warning.

'Hill  of  No  Return"  tells  the 
story  of  the  struggles  of  workers 
in  a  Taiwan  mining  town  during 
the  Japanese  occupation. 

At  the  heart  of  the  film  is  the 
story  of  two  brothers  who  es¬ 
cape  lives  of  indentured  ser- 
vitutde  to  seek  their  fortunes  as 
gold  miners  in  an  isolated  town. 
Ah-chu  (Peng  Chia-chia)  and 
Ah-wei  (Huang  Pin-Yuan) 
hope  that  by  saving  their  money 
they  will  one  day  be  able  to 
return  home  to  buy  their  own 
land. 

Set  in  Chiu-fen,  Taiwan  in 
1927,  the  film  -  which  is  one  of 
four  to  be  shown  in  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts’  New 
Films  From  the  Republic  of 
China  on  Taiwan  series  -  offers 
a  realistic  portrait  of  a 
claustrophobic  Japanese  mini¬ 
ng  town  in  which  most  of  a 
worker’s  life  is  spent  under¬ 
ground. 


When  they  are  not  in  the 
dark  working,  the  men  often 
visit  the  local  house  of  prostitu¬ 
tion  to  exchange  their  smuggled 
gold  for  money  and  sex. 

The  tension  of  the  film  grows 


from  the  effort  of  the  mine’s 
new  manager  to  stop  the 
workers  from  stealing  gold  and 
the  workers’  fearlessness  in 
concealing  it  on  their  bodies. 

Arrogant  and  refined,  the 


Japanese  manager  holds  his 
Taiwanese  workers  in  contempt 
and  ruthlessly  punishes  them 
for  their  misdeeds.  With  the 
help  of  Red  Eye,  the  il¬ 
legitimate  son  of  a  prostitute, 
the  manager  is  able  to  crack 
down  on  the  gold  trade  between 
the  smugglers  and  the  pros¬ 
titutes. 

In  the  end,  however,  the 
manager  is  undone  by  his  own 
greed  and  arrogance.  When  he 
fails  to  live  up  to  an  agreement 
with  Red  Eye  to  arrange  a  mar¬ 
riage  for  him.  Red  Eye  takes 
revenge,  though  not  without 
bringing  on  his  own  destruc¬ 
tion. 

Central  to  the  film  is  the  in¬ 
terplay  between  fate  -  which  is 
beyond  a  person’s  control  -  and 
greed  -  which  can  be  overcome 
through  moral  behavior.  The 
manager.  Red  Eye,  and  the 
brothers  are  all  undone  by

greed,  and  in  the  end  must  pay 
for  their  indiscretions. 

The  film  also  explores  the 
issue  of  prostitution.  Like  the 
manager  of  the  gold  mine  who 
takes  advantage  of  his  workers 
for  the  sake  of  profit,  the 
madame  who  runs  ^e  house  of 
prostitution  hasn’t  any  qualms 
about  destroying  the  mnocence 
of  young  girls  to  earn  money. 

Though  it  could  have  been 
edited  down  from  its  165- 
minute  running  time,  "Hill  of  i 
No  Return"  tells  a  worthy  story  j 
and  provides  a  number  of  fully 
developed  characters.  , 

The  film  received  Taipei  i 
Golden  Horse  Awards  in  1993 
for  best  film  and  best  director.

Intergenerational  relation¬ 
ships  and  the  struggle  of  im¬ 
migrants  to  create  new  lives  for 
themselves  and  their  families 
are  a  few  of  the  issues  explored 
in  "Welcome  to  Asian  America 
2:  Visualizing  a  New  World." 

Organized  by  the  Asian 
American  Resource 

Workshop,  the  exhibit  will  be 
on  display  through  Sept.  22  at 
the  Cambridge  Multicultural 
Arts  Center,  41  Second  St., 
Cambridge. 

In  1993,  the  AARW  or¬ 
ganized  a  similar  exhibit  en¬ 
titled  "Welcome  to  Asian 
America:  Challenging  the 
Myths,"  which  displayed  works 
that  focused  more  on 
psychological  issues  facing  the 
Asian  community  than  on  the 
immigrant  experience,  which 
appears  to  be  the  focus  of  the 
current  exhibit. 

In  "Stoop  Labor/Sweat¬ 
shop,"  Joanna  Kao  uses  a  series 
of  woodcuts  depicting  a  farmer 
and  a  garment  factory  worker  to 
explore  immigrant  working 
conditions.  Kao  manages  to  ex- 
» press  the  grueling  nature  of 


manual  work  through  her  im¬ 
ages. 

She  has  taken  woodcut  im¬ 
ages  of  a  farmer  and  a  garment 
worker  and  repeated  them  in  a 
series.  The  intensity  of  the  two 
images  and  their  repetition  pro¬ 
vide  a  palpable  sense  of  the  toil' 
involved  in  these  jobs  and  the 


toll  it  takes  on  the  spirit.  Also 
present  is  the  ferocity  of  the  ele¬ 
ments  -  of  the  sun  and  rain  -  that 
bear  down  on  workers  laboring 
with  bent  backs  for  long  hours 
in  the  fields. 

In  Wen-ti  Tsen’s  installation 
entitled  "Generation  Gates,"  an 
image  of  an  immigrant  couple 


with  their  baby  has  been 
secured  to  a  swinging  gate.  At¬ 
tached  to  a  second  gate  are 
portraits  of  their  daughter  as  an 
adult.  The  work  offers  a  striking 
contrast  between  the  two 
generations.  While  there  is  an 
obvious  familiar  connection  be- 
tween  the  parents  and 
daughter,  there  is  also  an  ob¬ 
vious  difference  in  style  and 
temperament. 

A  similar  theme  is  explored 
in  Helen  Lee’s  video  installa¬ 
tion  entitled  "The  Conversa¬ 
tion"  in  which  video  monitors 
placed  side  by  side  alternately 
provide  fragments  of  interviews 
with  first  and  second  generation 
Korean  Americans. 

While  the  differences  be¬ 
tween  the  two  generations  are 
obvious,  there  are  also  connec¬ 
tions  and  certain  shared  values 
that  seem  to  come  through. 

There  are  also  instances  in 
which  the  two  generations  ap¬ 
pear  to  influence  each  other. 
There  is,  for  example,  one  mid¬ 
dle-aged  woman  who  feels  that 
she  has  lived  too  cautiously, 
while  a  young  person  explains 


how  he  wants  to  learn  more 
about  Korean  culture. 

While  both  the  Asian-born 
adults  and  the  American-bom 
children  have  been  shaped  in 
varying  degrees  by  Korean 
values,  the  dialogue  they  engage 
in  seems  marked  by  a  certain 
disconnection  -  a  gap  that  can’t 
quite  be  bridged. 

In  "Immigration:  Alie-na- 
tion":  by  Genera  Banzon  and 
Riti  Sacbdeva,  boxes  containing 
objects  reminiscent  of  the  world 
left  behind  suggest  the  dual 
worlds  inhabited  by  many  im¬ 
migrants. 

And  in  Young  Kyu  Kim’s 
"Together  and/or  Separate," 
digitized  images  on  fabric  are 
enlisted  to  explore  family  and 
personal  issues.

failed  to  chum  out  a  politically  correct 
document.  Biographies  in  China  still 
have  many  limitations  imposed  on  them 
from  above. 

Given  such  conditions,  Qiu  says  he 
tries  to  stick  to  the  facts  of  a  person’s  life 
and  simply  avoids  writing  about  aspects 
considered  too  sensitive. 

In  writing  "The  Chief  Designer:  Deng 
Xiaoping,"  he  avoided  discussing  the 
June  4th  student  demonstrations  be¬ 


cause  of  the  controversy  surrounding 
the  event.  That,  however,  didn’t  stop  a 
Guangzhou  newspaper  from  naming  it 
the  eighth  best  book  of  the  year,  placing 
it  ahead  of  a  Deng  biography  penned  by 
the  senior  leader’s  daughter. 

Although  Qiu  has  never  written  a 
book  about  Mao,  he  has  indirectly  ex¬ 
plored  his  life  in  works  written  about  his 
wife  and  children.  He  points  out  that  it 
has  always  been  difficult  to  write  about 
Mao  because  of  restrictions  placed  on 
such  works  by  the  Communist  Party. 

Qiu  has  read  "The  Private  Life  of 
Mao  Zedong"  by  Dr.  Li  Zhisui,  which

was  published  in  both  English  and 
Chinese.  Though  the  book  has  not  been 
published  in  China,  Qiu  managed  to  ob¬ 
tain  a  copy. 

Qiu  also  discussed  the  book  with 
Wang  Dongxing,  Mao’s  long-time 
security  chief  and  a  major  character  in 
Dr.  Li’s  book.  Wang  said  he  had  read  the 
book  several  times  and  felt  that  some  of 
the  information  in  it  was  inaccurate.  Qiu 
said  Wang  viewed  a  number  of  incidents 
depicted  in  the  book  from  a  decidedly 
different  perspective  and  also  pointed 
out  a  number  of  alleged  inaccuracies. 

Wang,  for  example,  took  issue  with 
Dr.  Li’s  analysis  of  an  incident  that  took 
place  in  Guangzhou.  In  his  book.  Dr.  Li 
charged  that  Mao  became  angry  with 
Wang  following  a  dispute  over  the 
leader’s  decision  to  swim  in  the  Pearl 
Riverr  While  Li  said  that  Mao  sent 
Wang  to  Jiangxi  Province  as  a  punish¬ 
ment,  Wang  told  Qiu  that  the  trip  had 
been  planned  long  before  the  Pearl 
River  incident. 

Another  incident  involved  a  woman 
whom  Dr.  Li  said  was  seen  in  bed  with 
Mao.  Wang,  however,  said  the  woman 
hadn’t  this  kind  of  relationship  with 
Mao. 

He  also  denied  revealing  to  Dr.  Li  the 
details  of  the  impending  arrest  of  the 
Gang  of  Four  in  1976.  He  said  he  never 
told  anyone  about  the  plan  because  of 
the  seriousness  of  the  situation,  which 
could  have  led  to  the  death  of  many 
people  if  details  of  it  became  known. 

Wang  noted  that  Dr.  Li  was  only  a 
doctor  and  knew  little  about  political 
affairs.  He  said  that  Dr.  Li  became 
Mao’s  personal  physician  because  of  his 
ability  to  get  along  with  Mao  and  his 
skill  as  a  doctor. 

Both  Wang  and  Qiu  suggest  that  Dr. 
Li’s  decision  to  write  about  Mao’s 
private  life  was  a  selfish  act. 

After  all,  says  Qiu,  Dr.  Li  was  a  doctor 


and  should  have  respected  the  privacy  of 
his  patient.  He  should  not  have  used 

such  knowledge  to  make  money.  Dr.  Li, 
he  charged,  used  the  book  to  express  his 
dissatisfaction  with  the  Communist 
Party  and  did  not  rely  on  facts. 

He  said  people  who  don’t  know  much 
about  the  period  will  like  the  book  be¬ 
cause  it’s  about  Mao’s  private  life.  Qiu, 
however,  suggested  that  Wang  knew 
more  about  Mao  because  he  had  been 
with  him  since  their  early  days  in  Yun¬ 
nan  Province.  Qiu  says  he  may  write  an 
article  about  the  issue  while  he  is  in  the 
US  and  perhaps  a  book  later  on. 

Although  Qiu  admitted  that  many 
restrictions  are  imposed  on  authors  who 
write  books  about  Party  leaders  in 
China,  he  appears  to  have  little  sym¬ 
pathy  for  Dr.  Li’s  attempt  to  reveal 
details  about  Mao’s  life  that  would  have 
been  censored  if  written  in  China. 

Qiu  said  he  didn’t  know  whether 
Mao  had  relationships  with  many  young 
women  as  Dr.  Li  alleges  in  the  book, 
though  he  feels  that  Mao  did  treat  his 
third  wife.  He  Zizhen,  poorly.  He  says 
she  was  an  attractive  woman  who  mar¬ 
ried  Mao  to  contribute  to  the  revolu¬ 
tion.  He  ZJzhen,  who  would  eventually 
be  abandoned  by  Mao,  told  Qiu  that  "the 
leader  of  the  Party  needed  her." 

Qiu,  who  was  invited  to  lecture  at  the 
University  of  Colorado  as  part  of  a  cul¬ 
tural  exchange  program  and  who  also 
visited  his  son  in  South  Carolina, 
believes  that  China  will  not  be  disrupted 
by  the  death  of  Deng.  "Right  now  the 
Central  Committee  led  by  Jiang  Zemin 
is  okay,"  he  says.  "It’s  stable."
